FIRST DAY 



Wednesday, December 7, 1921. 

The nineteenth session of the Gulf Annual Conference 
of the Methodist Episcopal Church convened Wednesday, 
December 7, 1921, in the First Methodist Episcopal Church, 
Port Arthur, Texas, Bishop Ernest Lynn Waldorf presid- 
ing. Hymn, “Faith of Our Fathers” was sung. 

After a statement of its meaning, the Sacrament of the 
Lord’s Supper was administered by the Bishop, assisted by 
the District Superintendents and the local Pastor. 

Organization. 

The Bishop called the Conference to order and asked the 
secretary of the last session to call the roll. Seventeen an- 
swered present. The officers of the Conference were duly 
elected. (See officers of Conference). 

The bar of the Conference was placed back of the 
fourth seat. 

On motion of F. W. Loy, all supplies and visiting minis- 
ters and President I. D. Smith were granted fellowship re- 
lationship to the Conference. 

Funds for the “Chinese Famine” and “European Chil- 
dren” were adopted as collections for Conference funds. 

The Conference Boards and Committees were nominated 
by the secretary of the cabinet and confirmed. (See Confer- 
ence Boards and Committees) . 

Report of Pastors. 

W. T. Ward announced that the Pastors would report on 
the following items : (1) Conversions; (2) All Accessions ; 

(3) Centenary Quota; (4) Paid During the Last Year; (5) 
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Claims Prorated; (6) Tithers; (7) Number of Centrals. 
The printed program was adopted as the program of the 
Conference. The Bishop announced that at the dinner hour 
there would be twenty-minute discussions. Interesting 
features of the work at the Italian Church at New Orleans 
were presented by A. Palmisano. 

Institute. 

Dr. W. T. Ward presented Evangelism. Dr. A. E. Peter- 
son presented Church Property and Social Service. 

Introductions. 

Rev. B. T. Ramsey of the Trinity M. E. Church, South 
Port Arthur, was introduced and granted privileges of the 
Conference; Rev. M. J. Trenery, D. D. of the Board of 
Sunday Schools. By appointment of the Bishop, the Pastor 
and the Secretary and R. L. Weldon were made Reporters. 
The Conference adjourned with Benediction by the Bishop. 

At the supper hour W. D. Howells, general secretary of 
the Deaconess Board, delivered an address on the Deaconess’ 
work. The Bishop appointed the following book committee 
for recommending books : B. B. Corban, C. W. Rogers, J. 
F. Harmon, Miller, Carson, C. R. Robinson, H. C. Leonard, 
J. W. Hervey of the Area Staff. 



SECOND DAY 



Tuesday, December 8, 1921. 

Conference convened at 8:30, Bishop Waldorf presid- 
ing. The first hour of the Conference session was enliv- 
ened by the presence of the students of Port Arthur Col- 
lege. 

The Bishop addressed the Student Body and the Confer- 
ence on “Your World.” 

Minutes of the previous session read and approved. 
Question Fourteen was called. Was the character of each 
preacher examined? It was as his name was called in open 
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conference- Tihe names of the District Superintendents 
were called, their characters passed and they read their re- 
ports. 

F. W. Loy reported the Southern District. With W. T. 
Ward taking the reports on a Chart before the Conference, 
The following preachers and supplies of the Southern Dis- 
trict reported: W. B. Hebert, S. H. Yockey, J. C. Denny, 
H. K. Faulk, E. N. Hardin, B. B. Corbin, T. J. Shrode, 
A. Palmisano, C. R. Robinson, R. L. Weldon, C. C. Beasley. 

F. W. Loy read a letter from W. R. Newton, detained on 
account of sickness. The secretary was instructed to send 
him brotherly greetings. On motion of C. R. Robinson the 
secretary was instructed to send brotherly greetings to all 
brethren absent on account of sickness. 

L. E. Gower reported the Texas District. 

The following preachers and suppliers from the Texas 
District reported : Henry Jongema, R. T. Pynes, C. W. Ro- 

gers, J. M. Kenna, T. M. Ransom, J. W. Hervey, C. 
A. Perkens, W. C. Mann, J. 0. Stephens, H. C. Leonard,

An invitation from the Rotarians, inviting members of 
the Conference who might be Rotarians to a lunch was read 
and the Conference voted thanks. 

Institute. 

H. E. Wolfe in charge spoke on the subject of Finance. 
Rev. M. J. Trenery, D. D., presented' the Sunday School 
Work. Rev. Perry Hanson was introduced and the Bishop 
announced that Dr. Hanson would address the Conference 
at the lunch hour. F. W. Loy announced that a check for 
$536.00 had been received from the Board of Conference 
Claimants, the same was ordered placed in the hands of the 
Conference Board of Stewards. The Conference ordered 
that all desiring changes in Conference relationship or de- 
siring admission to Conference see the Committee on Con- 
ference Relations. 

Adjourned with benediction by F. W. Loy. 
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THIRD DAY 



December 9, 1921. 

Conference convened at 8 :30. A verse of “Nearer My 
God to Thee” was sung. The Bishop addressed the Con- 
ference on Acts 26-28, subject, “To Be a Christian.” 

The Journal of last session read and approved. The 
committee on Conference Relations was excused. 

The following transfers out of Conference were an- 
nounced: Under Question 15 — 'Who have been transferred 
and to what Conferences ? The Bishop announced the trans- 
fer of A. J. Price to the Southwestern Kansas Conference 
to be superintendent of the Methodist Hospital at Wichita. 
A. J. Carruth to the Oklahoma Conference. 

Under Question 2 — Who have been received by transfer 
and from what conference? The Bishop announced the 
transfer of J. W. Harvey from the New Hampshire Con- 
ference and appointed to Marshal. Final reports were re- 
ceived from the Southern District. J. , W. Loy announced 
the serious illness of W. T. Stokes, and lead the Conference 
in prayer. 

Question 1 — Is this annual Conference incorporated ac- 
cording to the requirements of discipline? The answer was 
made — it is. 

Under Question 16 — Who have died? They answered: 
N. H. Oliver, F. D. Van Valkenburg. 

Under Question 24 — Who are the retired ministers? G. 
L. Harper, J. W. Lively, N. L. Sayers, Julian Woodson. 

Under Question 25 — Who are the triers of appeals? 
The answer was : R. L. Weldon, T. M. Ranson, R. G. Swan- 
son, C. A. Perkins, C. W. Rogers.

At this time F. W. Loy was excused to go to the bed- 
side of W. T. Stakes.

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DISTRICT SUPERINTENDENTS 5 REPORTS 



TEXAS DISTRICT 
Bishop Waldorf and Brethren: 

We have had a truly wonderful year on the Texas Dis- 
trict. In no other of the six that it has been my delightful 
privilege to serve this district has there been such marked 
evidence of the immediate presence of God with our Minis- 
try and membership. 

The spirit of real Evangelism, public and personal, has 
been felt on every Charge. The Pastors will report more 
conversions than for a like period in many years, and there 
has been a larger number of recruits in our Ministry than 
usual, two of whom are here asking admission on trial into 
the Gulf Conference, and three are asking for Appoint- 
ments as Supplies for the first time. We are presenting 
two for Recognition of Orders who desire membership with 
us ; still others are asking to be transferred into this Con- 
ference and desire to be with us and of us. 

Nine of our choice young men and women of the dis- 
trict are now in Institutions of higher learning preparing 
for Special Work, three for Foreign Missionary fields and 
the others for efficient service in the home land. 

There has been an ever-increasing interest in the work 
of the Sunday Schools, Ep worth Leagues, Woman’s Mis- 
sionary Societies and the Ladies’ Aid Societies, and with 
few exceptions these organizations are more active and ef- 
fective and working stronger and more comprehensive pro- 
grams than ever before. Among the conspicuous contrib- 
uting factors to this increase, is the Central Christion Ad- 
vocate, the liberal supply of invaluable Leaflet Literature 
sent to our people by the Area and Board of Sunday $chool 
Secretaries, and last, but not least, our informed, interested 
and co-operating Pastors. 

I have never known a more devoted, thoroughly conse- 
crated, self-sacrificing company of Christian men than the 
faithful Pastors of this District. 
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In many cases, without adequate support, serving 
charges on which the financial conditions grew more dis- 
couraging with each succeeding month these noble men 
went cheerfully to their tasks and invested their all, yes in 
some instances more than their all, for some have borrowed 
that they might continue to invest until this session of 
their Conference; these men are here worse off by from 
two to five hundred dollars than they were a year ago. 
Yet in the face of all this, knowing as they do that Build- 
ing of the Kingdom of God is of greater importance than 
the comforts on, any man they have remained optimistic, 
have urged their people to loyally support the institutions 
of the church and the payment of practically the last pos- 
sible dollar on their Centenary subscriptions and insisted 
on having a Central Christian Advocate in every Methodist 
home. 

Our totals for Ministerial Support and payment on Cen- 
tenary subscriptions will be some less than reported last 
year, this we very greatly regret, yet our people are not dis- 
posed to repudiate their Centenary subscriptions, and should 
normal conditions return soon there would be decided gains 
over what we are reporting this year, but this will not be 
realized without effort on the part of the pastors appointed 
to these charges now delinquent. 

'We have had all too many changes in the Ministry within 
the Texas district this year. Rev. Reuben Anson, served 
Lyford only four months, since the first of April that charge 
has had no Pastorial oversight except that that the District 
Superintendent could give. Hughes Springs Charge had no 
Pastor until April and Alvin none until June. When in Ap- 
ril Rev. J. M. Kenna was taken from Rockhill and sent to 
Hughes Springs Charge, Rev. C. A. Perkins was asked to 
give Pastoral oversight to Rockhill and our church in Shel- 
byville, which in connection with his other two charges so 
overloaded him that he has not been able to be much more 
than a superintendent, none of the several churches to which 
he ministered has had the amount of service needed and no 
church can really prosper under such limited time of a Pas- 
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tor. It is to be hoped that no such impossible tasks will 
ever be imposed on another Pastor in Methodism; it is an 
injustice both to the man and Charge. In May Rev. J. A. 
Carruth was relieved of the Marshall Charge and Rev. J. W. 
Hervey was transferred back to this Conference and placed 
in Charge there. We regretted to lose Brother Carruth, but 
since we had to lose him we were, and are delighted that 
Brother Hervey was at our command. In mid year, Rev. F. 
J. Ensign entered upon his “leave of absence” and Rev. T. 
M. Ransom of South Houston and Pearland was placed in 
charge at La Porte, and one of our young men, Rev. D. L. 
Jones, succeeded him at South Houston. In June Rev. Henry 
Jongema, a High School teacher of Welsh, La., was placed in 
charge at Alvin. 

Our one Rural, Home Missionary Try-Out Charge, Be- 
thel and Deadwood, has had a year of advance in spite of all 
the unfavorable conditions brought upon us by the “slump” 
that ruined so many cotton farmers. 

South Houston Sunday school and the Noonday Church 
have secured new pianos. The Alvin Parsonage has been 
furnished. Sanitary connections have been made with the 
Parsonage at Texas City. The Jefferson Church has been 
recovered. The Parsonage at Marshall has been remodeled' 
and modernized at a cost of about two thousand dollars. A 
new six room modern parsonage has been built at Woodville 
which cost between twenty and twenty-five hundred dollars. 
Collins Memorial Church, at Houston Heights, added to their 
working space by building a gallery into the west side of the 
main auditorium and over what was originally the Epworth 
League room, the improvements cost something near twenty- 
five hundred dollars. This congregation and especially the 
Sunday School has so grown that even with these improve- 
ments we are so crowded that we cannot do our best work. 
We must have a new and much larger church here in the near 
future. At Morgan’s Point, an industrial community at La 
Porte, we have secured a location for a Community Church 
which is to be affiliated with the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, a membership of 25 has been enrolled. At Isla, Tex. 
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on the Sabine Circuit, we have selected a location for a new 
church and have promise of the desired property. Sub- 
scription lists are being circulated for funds with which 
to build here and good progress is reported as being made. 
This is one of the most strategic points for successful rural 
activities in all East Texas. An urgent request for an 
early visit by the District Superintendent to this Charge is 
contained in a very recent letter. 

Our San Antonio work has developed marvelously. Our 
Army Post (Williams Chapel) work has commended itself 
to all who know values as represented in the activities of 
the Christian Church and is considered one of the essen- 
tials on Government Hill. 

Trinity, New Trinity, on Beacon Hill, is admired by all, 
and all but coveted by some. It is one of, if not the most 
commanding and beautiful churches in the city, and is so 
complete in its provisions for Departmental and commun- 
ity service that every feature of its activities can be carried 
on at the same hour. This new one hun'dred thousand dol- 
lar plant was made possible by the Centenary, which 
though it provided only a small portion of the cost, did pro- 
vide that at the time when without help we could not have 
finished it. 

Indeed this has been a truly wonderful year, and among 
the most wonderful events of the year was the visit of our 
Beloved Bishop Waldorf and his admirable wife, who during 
the month of February visited ten Charges and saw fourteen 
churches on this district. During this stimulating tour the 
Bishop dedicated four churches, three on the Lufkin Circuit 
and all within twenty-four hours, and one in San Antonio, 
Trinity. This visit to our territory and among our people 
and the first-hand knowledge of conditions gained by the 
Bishop means much more to our work than most men can 
appreciate. We have beheld the dawn of a new and larger 
day for the Gulf Coast Methodist Episcopal Churches and 
the Kingdom of God, through their influence. We are the 
children of a wonderful Saviour and take a delight in telling 
of His saving Grace and how much we love Him. We are 
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the under shepherds of a wonderfully affectionate and re- 
sourceful Bishop, and we love him. We are the brothers of 
the “Big Brothers” of the great Wichita Area, and their 
brotherly love we reciprocate. We are a part of the great, 
growing, achieving, world wide, God blessed Methodist 
Episcopal Church and we shall ever remain loyal to it. Yes, 
we have had a wonderful year working and planning, weep- 
ing and praying, paying and singing to the glory of God.

SOUTHERN DISTRICT. 

The year closing has been, probably, in many respects, 
the most exciting in the history of the Southern District. 
Despite distressing financial conditions, every pastor has 
stood faithfully at his post and reports will show an increase 
on most if not all charges. Death hath entered our ranks 
and' on October 21, Rev. H. H. Oliver, a retired member of 
the Conference, finished his earthly course and entered the 
heavenly world. W. R. Newton, pastor at Bayou Chene, 
has been in poor health, and while absent from his charge 
in hospital, Mrs. Annie A. Fowler served acceptably as 
acting pastor. A well attended district conference was held 
at Elton in April and a splendid Conference Epworth Lea- 
gue Institute at Lake Arthur in June. A number of Ep- 
worth and Junior Leagues have been organized during the 
year. We now have in the District twelve Epworth and 
eight Junior Leagues. The Ladies’ Aid Societies, the W. F. 
M. Societies and the H. H. M. Societies have been greatly 
increased. There is now a woman’s organization in almost 
every charge in the district. We have sixteen ladies Aid 
Societies, three W. F. M. Societies and six Home. Four new 
Sunday Schools have been organized in open fields. 

In April the neat and well constructed church at Quit- 
man was dedicated by the district superintendent. In this 
important centre where we had no church building a year 
ago, we now have an unencumbered property valued at $3,- 
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500. The first Italian Church at New Orleans was dedicated 
by Bishop Waldorf in February. On that happy occasion the 
last note against our fine property was burned to ashes. At 
Flora in North Louisiana, where twelve months ago we had 
an unpainted church on an undesirable location worth per- 
haps $500, we now have two and one-fourth acres in a 
chosen site on which stand a nice bungalow parsonage and 
a beautiful village church all completed and ready for dedi- 
cation, valued at $6,000. The church will be known as the 
Weaver Methodist Episcopal Church. Mr. T. L. Weaver, 
with the help of the good people of Flora and the Centen- 
ary, has made this achievement possible. De Quincey has 
added another lot to their holdings at a cost of $500.00. At 
Sweet Lake the steps are being taken toward the erection of 
a church building at Homewood. At other places improve- 
ments and repairs have been made. 

The revival spirit prevails on many of our charges. The 
Church records have been corrected, some depletions to ul- 
tra holiness culls have been felt, yet we believe the reports 
will not show a decrease in membership. 

We confidently expect an increase in the centenary fund 
and for conference claimants. The big brother spirit in 
the Wichita Area brings help and encouragement. 

The Port Arthur College under the leadership of Dr. J. 
D. Smith is growing in favor. The Evangeline Preparatory 
College at Basile, primarily for the French, prospers beyond 
expectations and with careful management and direction 
will prove a growing force for Christian education in the 
Southwest for years to come. Arrangements have been 
made for an Evangelist to spend most of the coming year 
in the district. This fact ought to mean large increase and 
a deeper spiritual life in our churches. Our goal is 1000 
conversions and additions to the church. 

It is said that when the great preacher Lyman Beecher, 
was dying, he exclaimed, “There is but one work winning 
souls. 'God help us, my brothers, to be mighty hunters be- 
fore God — hunters for souls.”

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REPORT OF COMMITTEES 



EDUCATION. 

We note with pleasure the encouraging report of the 
General Board of Education of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, and anticipate with joy the progress which is as- 
sured in the great work of Christian Education. We have 
further cause for rejoicing for the splendid foundations 
which are being laid in our own Conference. We cannot 
overemphasize the importance of Port Arthur College and 
of Evangeline Collegiate Institute in their respective fields. 
We recognize the fine contribution which Port Arthur Col- 
lege is making to the city of Port Arthur and to the Gulf 
Conference. We are indeed gratified at the splendid quality 
of work which is being done by President J. D. Smith. We 
are conscious of the importance of the purpose to extend 
the work of this institution, making it a Junior College. Cer- 
tain we are that this will meet a deep need in our obligation 
of Christian Education. 

The large and important field which Evangeline Colleg- 
iate Institute has entered as one of great opportunity and 
of great responsibility. The success which has come to Pres- 
ident F. W. Loy and his associates, amounts almost to em- 
barrassment. We recognize the wisdom of the selection of 
Dr. F. W. Loy as president of this institution. We rejoice 
at the progress already made, and are deeply thankful for 
the support of the Board of Home Missions and also for the 
important obligation assumed by the Woman’s Home Mis- 
sionary Society in undertaking the election of a dormitory 
for girls and the general board of education in assuring 
the president’s salary. In this field a worthy people are ex- 
tending their hands to receive a gracious gift from our 
Church — to us falls the responsibility of meeting their 
hopes. 

We urge that to the presidents of both these institutions 
the opportunity be given to come to the various charges to 
present their work and their needs. We solicit the prayers 
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of the Church for these men in their work that their call 
for money and equipment may be realized by them to the 
full. 

We welcome the information that the General Board of 
Education has created a special department for promoting 
the studies of the ministers who are in the Conference 
Course of Study, and recommend that the Conference Board 
of Education take steps to establish, if the plan seems feas- 
ible a ten-day Summer School of Theology for those who 
are in the Conference Course of Study, under the direction 
of the proper department of the General Board of Education 
at such time and place as shall be determined by the two 
boards.

BENEVOLENCE AND CENTENARY.

The least we can do 
is to urge our people to support the total program of our 
church cheerfully and systematically. 

We appreciate the splendid leadership of our Bishop and 
his staff and rejoice that they are emphasizing and so close- 
ly relating the spiritual with the promotional and financial 
projects of our area. What we need today is not a new 
campaign, but a new sense of Calvary ; not a new program, 
but a new realization of the power of Penticost.

Your Committee of Epworth League and Young Peo- 
ple’s Work beg leave to submit the following report: We 

recommend that a Conference Epworth League Institute 
be held this year during the month of June at Lake Arthur

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MEMOIR OF 
REV. N. H. OLIVER 

To chronicle the passing of our brother, N. H. Oliver, is a 
surprise and to prepare a memoir of the man is a sad task. 
We miss his familiar form, his cheery spirit and brotherly 
fellowship. 

Bro. Oliver was not a man of glaring abilities, charming 
oratory or profound scholarship, but he was sensible and safe, 
intelligent and true — he loved the church, guarded her honor 
and kept to her usages, and he knew them. As a pastor, he 
tilled every nook and corner of his field and he knew his flock 
by name. Then he had a way of showing his love of his 
people. 

Bro. Oliver was an unmurmuring man. He never com- 
plained. To preach was his delight, and he loved the children. 
He came to the Gulf Mission in its infancy when conditions 
were hard and trying. He gladly took the outside row and 
came out with a beaming smile and a cheerful spirit. 

It is all proper, too, to record that his faithful wife was 
his true helpmate. She stood by him and for forty-one years 
she shared his trials and hardships. Bro. Oliver found his 
little flocks, but his wife did too — she was a faithful help to 
the grown-ups and a fostering mother to the little ones. She 
survives him. 

Nathaniel Henry Oliver was born at Port Carbon, Pa., 
April 14th, 1848. When near 16 he enlisted in the Union 
Army, 7th Pa. Cavalry, April, 1864 and was honorably dis- 
charged August, 1865. 

Being disposed to lung trouble, the young ex-soldier went 
into the Southwest — Colorado, New Mexico and other points. 
Returning to Pratt, Kansas, he settled and there he met and 
married Miss Nannie E. WTlliams, a school teacher, the com- 
panion of his pilgrimage and comforter of his grey hairs. 

Bro. Oliver was converted when a lad, but wandered. He 
was reclaimed and became a local preacher in the Free Metho- 
dist Church. ( On coming to Pratt, he joined the church of 
his new wife and entered the West Kansas Conference, later 
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the Oklahoma Conference. In 1901 he came into the Gulf 
Mission. He was a toiling pioneer on several new fields. 
Some years back he retired but never ceased his loved em- 
ploy, preaching to the end. 

On the 3rd Sabbath of September last, he preached at 
Guydon and said: “I will be here 3rd Sunday in October.” 

That was one appointment he failed to fill, for on that very 
Sabbath, October 23rd, his form was laid to rest at Basile, 
La., for in a New Orleans Hospital, on October 21st, his earth- 
ly life ceased. 

Our Conference sorrows to lose its true men and women, 
but it delights to pay tribute to this man who leaves a clear 
record. Pleasing memories of him linger and this Confer- 
ence, this day, lays a wreath or chaplet-like of white roses 
on his new made tomb — there is no death: he’s had a pleasing 
promotion — really he’s gone into the Church triumphant. 



MEMOIR OF 

F. D. VAN VALKENBURGH 

Rev. Francis Dwight Van Valkenburgh was born to William 
and EmilyAlice Van Valkenburgh in Steuben County, New 
York, October 10, 1841, and departed this life on the Seashore 
Campgrounds, Biloxi, Miss., February 23, 1921. Within the 
compass of that brief statement is contained the historic 
breadth of a very active, consecrated and devoted life. 

.His ministerial career began in the Little Rock Conference 
of the Methodist Episcopal Church, South, where he served 
charges in Hot Springs, Eldorado, Monticello, Mineral Springs, 
and Centre Point, all in Arkansas. He later transferred to 
the Louisiana annual conference and served the following 
charges: Keatchie, Winnsboro and six years in New Orleans, 
as the colporteur and book agent of that conference, later re- 
turning to the pastorate he served the Patterson and Jackson 
charges. 

After this he transferred his church relation to the Meth- 
odist Episcopal Church and was stationed by Isaac W. Joyce, 
then presiding over the Gulf conference, at Port Arthur, Tex- 
as. His next pastorates in this conference were at Jennings, 
Ebenezer, Crowley and Hammond, La.
